Scenario: Asthe school secretary is wrapping up her day around 5:15, the phone rings and a
distraught mother of a first-grade son with autism and a fifth-grade daughter notifies the school
that her children should have gotten off the bus 20 minutes ago but have not come home. The
students in question get off the bus at the last stop on the route. Because the fifth grader is able to
escort her sibling home, the bus driver does not require a parent to be at pick-up/drop-off. The
family is new to the area, and the school is aware from student records that there is a custody issue
in progress.

The principal has left for the day. The secretary calls the transportation manager to determine where
the bus is right now. Bus drivers are not permitted to use their cell phones while driving, unless there
is an emergency. The transportation manager states that they will continue to try and get in touch
with the bus driver.
